HE 16th of this Month the Duke of 
Savoy fet out from Turin, and the 
fame Day atrivd at Suza; where 
he found all the Troops drawn together, 
confifting of Imperialifts, Pruifians , 
Piemontois, and others. Major General Hautois had 
conducted thither fome Cannon, under a Guatd of 
§ooHorfe and 100 Huffars. The Cavalry was lefc 
at Orbaflan, with the Field Artillery, under the 
Command of the Count de Roccavione, to keep 
open the Communication between Turin and Suza ; 
and tocover the Country againft the Incurfions of 
the Enemy who were about Pignerwl. 
‘The 17th the Army refted a: Suza, and were 
order'd to prepare co march the next Day. The 
Baron de Regal was potted at Suza with the 2 Re- 
giments of Dragoons of Saxe Gotha and 3 of Pie- 
moutois, as well for the Security of the great Ma- 
gazine, as to hinder the catring off our Provifions 
by the Enemy from Exiiss and Feneftreiles, and 
thereby bo king ove Meafures. 

‘The :8ca the Army encamp’d near Novaleze. 
Baron Zumjungen advanc’d to Ferriere, in the Mid- 
dicof Mount Cenis, wish che Iperial Brigade 
and 50 Hate. At the fame time Geveral
